THE HAGUE, Aug .2R.— The Hol- 
land-Venezuela controversy 
is 
fast 
approaching a climax. The demand 
of 
President 
Castro that Holland 
apologize is 
almost an ultimatum 
and it is thought that Holland will 
take action at once. Holland Is In a 
very peculiar situation. Unless the 
Monroe doctrine should be suspend­ 
ed by the United Stares, Holland will 
be powerless in attempting an in­ 
vasion of Venezuelt on land and as 
Castro has no navy she would not be 
able to meet him on the pea. 
One 
report recently 
issued after a pro­ 
longed conference is to the effect 
that Holland will blockade the Ven­ 
ezuela ports and feels confident that 
in this manner Castro can soon ho 
brought to terms. There is no hard­ 
er country in the world to deal with 
than Venezuela. 
Castro has m«\ny 
friends who claim he is a second Diaz 
and is as able a ruler as the worthy 
president of Mexico has proven him­ 
self. But the fact remains that the 
United States, Holland and in fact 


every country w hich has come in con­ 
tact with this quarrelsome republic 
have found it impossible to get any j 
satisfaction through legal process, j 
The country is in a chaotic condi­ 
tion. 
Men who are well posted on 
Venezuelan affairs claim that Castro 
is surrounded by criminals and the 
scum of the republic, that he has cast 
into jail many of the most worthy 
citizens of Venezuela for no appar­ 
ent cause whatever except that they 
happen to disagree with him on some 
point at issue. The suffering and dis­ 
ease In these unsanitary prisons prac­ 
tically means death to every man 
there. Ro severe has been his rule 
that today, while he is supreme and 
all-powerful, it is not because of his 
• ability, but rather because of his 
drastic methods, which have entirely 
eliminated any opposition. 
It is very doubtful if the United 
States would see fit to suspend the 
Monroe doctrine and unless this is 
done the United States would be 
hound to protect Venezuela against 
i Holland.
